The G. A. R. badge is sold to Posts 
at fifty .cents and retailed to the members at 
SI each, The medals are only awarded for 
especially uiuritovioue ooiiduot.

TUB GREATNESS OF TUB PACIFIC. 


In the year 1852 William H. Seward, from 


his place in tho Senate, made tliin remark- 
able prophecy touching tho foreign relations 
of the United States : 


"Henceforth European commerce, Euro- 


pean politics, European thought, and Euro- 
pean activity, although actually gaining 
force, and European connections, although 
actually becoming mpro intimate, will never- 
theless relatively "ink in importance ; while 
the 1'acifie Oceiin, its shores, its islands, and 
the va."i region beyond, will become tho 
chief theatre of evcuU in the world's great 
hereafter." 


The boldness of this prediction may be 


appreciated bettor on recalling what tho Pa- 
cific shores and regions then were. What 
Europe was, with its prodigious commerce, 
its railway systems, its telegraphs, and its 
productions, anil how its enormous activi- 
ties were supplemented on this aide of the 
Atlantic, we all know. 
But in 1800 there 


was in this country not a single telegraph 
lino wcit of the JliB«iHsippi, nor more thnn 
W miTcf or rminmu; nor ,.i,,,, ,-r.n , 
there regular steam-thip bcrvice 
between 


San Francisco and Asia. 
Caliibiiiia had, 


indeed, just been added to our Union in 
1852, but it was like a collection of raining 
camps with <;o,ist emporiums, and had a 
population of 90,000.

Missouri stretched a wilderness. China had 
but recently been forced to open a few ports, 
and Japan -eras Btill a sealed mystery. Tho 
Pacific islnmls were left mostly to savages 
ami adventurous missionaries, or wore cal- 
ling stations for whalers and traders.

KlMing the Bible Abollihed. 


Governor Hastings has approved the 


Fuw bill abolishing the kissing of the 
Bi bio in administering of oaths and sub- 
stituting therofor the laying of tho hands 
on the open book. The approval of this 
bill abolishes a law older than the nation. 
Tfie act goes into effect at once. Tho only 
throe legal ways in which an outh can 
hereafter be administered in this otate are 
by the hand rosting on tho open Biblo, 
wi th the uplifted hand and by affirming. 
The custom of kissing the book was abol 
Ished by Judge McPhorson two years ago 
In the Lebanon county courts, and subse- 
quently it was done away with in tho 
courts of Dauphin, county. Mr. Fow's 
bill was endorsed by the state board of 
health because of tho groat danger of 
spreading Infectious diseases by tho indis- 
criminate kissing of the Bible by witnesses 
and others in tho criminal courts. 


The decrease in the state rovonues will 


likely result in a out of SI, 000,000 a yoar in 
tho sohool appropriation for the next two 
ye,vrs. A proposition to reduce tho appro- 
priation to $4, 500,000 annually is now be- 
in# considered by Governor IJastlngs and 
hl.'i cabinet. Chairman Marshall, of the 
house appropriation committee, thinks 
this is one way of making ends moot in 
dealing out tho stato revenues. Dr.Schaef- 
for, superintendent of public instruction, 
hns been asked to give his opinion. He 
doos not believe the appropriation ought 
to be reduced, and has prepared for the 
Information of the governor a statistical 
statement, showing tho amount of the 
annual appropriation to tho schools for 
the past fifty-one years. 


If the legislature agrees to the proposi- 


tion to reduce the sohool appropriation 
13,000,000 will bo left for charities. This 
is a million less than the last legislature 
distributed among the institutions of the 
state. Members of tho appropriations aom- 
mitte have figured that if the reduction of 
$1,000,000 Is made each taxpayer assessed 
for school purposes will have to pay an 
additional fourteen cents. In granting 
appropriations to hospitals the committee 
Will try narQ lu IJUUUQV Hiuac lr,okifc«Uoi»o 
which nave been ol the greatest benefit to 
tho people. In this just treatment many 
prominent concerns will be cut out of the 
support which they have heretofore re- 
ceived from tho state. 


Against Increasing R> Salary. 


The bill to increase the salary of tho su- 


perintendent of public printing and bind- 
ing from 12,000 to 83,000 a year will prob- 
ably never become a law, although it has 
gone through the senate. When the meus- 
un; reached second reading in the house, 
to the great surprise of its friends, it was 
killed. Subsequently the house reconsid- 
ered its action and gent the bill back to 
committee, whore it now lingers. Friends

10,000-ton steamers, in order to 
reduce to 26 daya the time between London 
and Australia, via Montreal in summer and 
Halifax in winter, Canada has offered an 
increase of $750,000 a year on her existim' 
subsidy, and New Zealand $50,000.

With the Nicaragua canal and the trans- 


Siberian railroad completed, and with rail- 
ways on the Pacific slope stretching from 
Alaska to Chili, Mr. Thurston foresees an 
enormous growth for Pacific commerce ten 
or fifteen years henoe. Steamers like those 
of tho Atlantic will ply between the main 
ports, with Honolulu the centre of a cable 
system radiating to Tahiti, Australia, Japan 
Vancouver and San Francisco.

The rural members hold tho balance of

Th« Defeat of the Game Commission Bill. 


Tin bill provided for six game oommls- 
llonen, to be appointed by the governor, 
tu« commission to appoint a chief protec- 
tor and nine other protectors. The salary 
of the protector was fixed at »900 a year; 
besides, he was allowed expenses not to 
exceed 1500 annually. The protectors were 
to be paid JSOO a year each and their neces.

This Is an ad- 
ministration measure, but the voice of tho 
representatives of the governor is not al- 
ways complied with and this piece of legis- 
lation may be buried deep with the hun- 
dreds of others in the closing days of the 
session. 


No Law far Milk Inspection. 


The houso sanitation committee has 


negatived tho Stewart bill to amend the 
act regulating the Inspection of mUk in 
second and third class cities. This leaves 
the cities of the state without a law gov- 
erning the inspection of milk, Judge Sw- 
ing, of Allegheny county, having decided 
the present law unconstitutional because 
it referred only to second class cities and 
was therefore special legislation. It was 
thought If this law was amended to In- 
clude first class cities it would meet the 
requirements of the constitution, and for 
this reason the bill was introduced. The 
rural members are responsible for its de- 
feat. They contend the bill Is unfsiir to 
the formers. An attempt will be made to 
get it on the calendar. 
oense law, which is being prepared by the 
commission appointed by the senate of 
1893 to investigate the operation of tho 
present license system, will likely bo in- 
troduced tbls week. The temperance peo- 
ple were given a patient hearing, and the 
measure will be presented at the request 
of several of their most active leaders.

N. B. Lutoe of Tiffin, O., has depended 
entirely npon lip loading to do all that 
any lawyer does for his clients in court 
and in every phako of the practice of tho 
law. 


Tho Missouri Deaf Mute .Record givos- 


an account of a lady who roads the lips of 
ministers and publio speakers. Mr. Alex- 
ander Hunter of tho United States land 
office in Washington is "doaf as an ud- 
der." Though far from perfect in lip 
reading, he has road 1HO words given out 
from the dictionary without making a 
ini&tako. 
Ho has road tlio lips of Beocher 


and Booth almost faultlessly and has 
greatly enjoyed pulpit and platform ora- 
tors and some of tho great actors, tho 
chief drawback In reading their lips being 
the shifting of their positions on the 
stage, so that their lips wore at times in- 
visible. 


Mitchell, tho chemist, nn examiner in 


the United States patent office, graduated j 
from tho Clarke institute, Northampton 
Mast., and, though n poor lip reader, grad 
uated from tlio Worcester (Mass.) Poly 
toohnio school as an analytical chomlst. 


For many years a totally deaf man has

A TERRIBLE NIGHT.
